_ There is a remarkable Jewish journalist in England just now, who is, 
however, not likely to be met with in those circles where our literary visitors 
are made so cordially welcome. This is Stanislas Mendelsohn who has 
suddenly obtained a wider notoriety as one of the suspected rescuers of 
Padlewski. Starislas is a Polish Jew who was born at Warsaw in 1847, 
and became a Socialist a year before he came of age. Since then he has 
divided his time between -demanding justice, fying from it, or suffering 
under its sentences. He is a very daring person,’'and hgs the honour of 
being known to the authorities of Kussia, Poland, Austria, Germany, 
Switzerland, and France. In Geneva he helped to found Equality, the first 
Polish Socialistic organ, and when /yuality died, he hélped to bring about 
Dawn, which is still struggling on. For the last six years he ‘has lived at 
Paris. There is little of the conventionai Polish Jew about Mendelsohn 
now, for he is married to a Russian society lady of advanced views, and 
wears an eye-glass. Jews may not be in a hurry to claim him,’ nor will 
there be any anxiety to sympathise with his views; but at any rate he 
proves that it is possible to be of Jewish birth without being either a man 
of peace or a capitalist. :

CORRESPONDENCE. 


SERVICES FOR WOMEN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirn,—The correspondence in your columns on this subject appears to me to 
be one of the best that could Lec anamee the new annual 6c of the Jewish 
Chronicle. Mr. Singer's proposal, and the letters upon it of Mr. I. Abrahams and 
the one signed “C” have placed before the community a very real and pressing 
danger. ‘They have also submitted a very sensible nied of grappling with 
that danger. I pro to-day, to address myself to the ill-considered and 
factious opposition of your correspondent, “ E.N.” His letter is much to the 
same effect as one in your previous issue from a Jewess, who assures us that her 
wisdom is not so advanced as her age. Both these letters are valuable, because 
they expose one of the causes of the present unfortunate spiritual neglect of 
thousands of young Jewesses. It is just because Judaism has been represented 
to them ag an affair of the kitchen, and not of human character that they are so 
unspiritual. It is this wretched so called ‘ Orthodoxy”—I call it ritualism— 
which has deprived vast members of Jewish people of the real help and comfort 
which religion can afford and of which Judaism is specially capable. It is this 
twisted perverted notion of the religious life which has so much to answer for 
The attempt to force a meaningless, inappropriate mode of worship on the present 
generation, especially among the poor, must in time produce the same result with 
them as it has with other classes. That result, I do not hesitate to describe as 
of two kinds, a dead fetishism ora dead apathy. Prayer is a thing neglected 
—almost unknown among vast numbers of sanaka who are considered by such 
persons as the two correspondents quite orthodox. It is a book worship, a 
parrot repetition of words which are not understood and never explained. Our 
sublime liturgy is wasted, hidden under the smouldering effects of heavy 


ed of any : 
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wrappings of cold irrational custom and outward observance. . Children of the 
class to which I refer were never taught to pray—they were taught to read pages 
of Hebrew at stated times. 

Now I wish to point out in strong language that if your “ E, N.s” be per- | 
mitted to force upon the community the continuance of forms and customs 
that have no meaning for this generation—there will be little hope for the 
moral and spiritual regeneration of our r work girls. They have fallen a 
prey to “artificial orthodoxy.” I believe that there is not more than one English 
Jew in a thousand to whom the old form of service is of any spiritual use, and 
I do not believe that there is one English Jewess in a thousand who benefits by 
it. I know that your “E. N.s” would rather preserve the worn skeleton of 
worship than adopt any change. ae would rather thousands fall away from 
Jewish and religious influences than alter the mode of worship. I have heard 
such persons say that it is better to keep a small remnant of people attached to 
the old forms than to alter them and attract multitudes. In other words they 
regard the synagogue as though it were a club. We live, however, in the age 
of democracy, and Judaism is the religion of democracy. 

I wish to state my experience, both of the failure of the old system, to attract 
the poor of this generation, and the success of a simple service with proper 
singing on the part of the girls. For the last six years it has been my privilege, 
together with Mr. Claude Montefiore and others, to assist at the admirable 
and simple services conducted by Miss Emily Harris at the Hanway Street 
School on Saturday mornings. There we find, in alt weathers and seasons, an 
attendance varying from 120 to 200 of* women and girls and a few men and 
boys. Where do they come from? And why do they go there? They come 
from Soho and the Seven Dials neighbourhoods. They have never been attracted 
to St. Alban’s Place Synagogue or Maiden Lane. Who can wonder? What a - 
form of worship !

BACK! BACK! BLACK SHEEP ! 
, TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—I head this letter with the title used by your correspondent, Mr. H. 
J. Cohen, in your issue of the 16th inst., as I heartily join in the cry “ Back ! 
Back! Black Sheep!” be it used against money-lenders, book-makers, lawyers, 
or members of any other profession or trade. | 

Your correspondent proves himself by his letter a master of vituperation 
and invective, and it would be difficult to find one of the class attacked suffi- 
ciently pregnant with adjectives and acrimony to ‘enter the lists” and reply 
with equal dramatic power to his scathing denunciations. | : 

He advocates the absolute social ostracism of every individual without, 
exception who lends out money at interest. Your correspondent wishes us to 
believe that there is no such person as an honest money-lender in existence, 
and that everyone engaging in such a calling must be the concentrated essence 
of everything that is vile and disreputable. : ak 

I must confess that after reading such a terrible indictment I was afraid I 
had hitherto misunderstood the detinition of the word “usury.” To make sure 
I referred to my dictionary, and was relieved to find the meaning of the word 
described as follows: ‘‘A premium for the use of monéys; the practice of 
taking interest.” My mind at once reverted to the highest and most influential 
members of the Jewish community, and I have come to the conclusion that the 
question, as in every other case, is one of degree. 

I will follow your correspondent’s example, and place lenders of money in 
three different categories : 1, the banker or financier who lends to Governments, 
Municipalities, &c. ; 2, the pawnbroker who lends money on deposit of persona 

effects, and whose rate of interest is fixed by the islature at 20 or 25 per 
cent. ; 3, the speculative lender who lends indiscriminately on good or bad 
security, and whose rate of interest is generally supposed to vary between 20. 
and 60 per cent. In all three cases no fixed uniform rate is adhered to, the 
guiding principle of all being Lord Palmerston’s well-known axiom, “ high 
interest means bad security.” Recent events prove the truth of this. Every- 
one conversant with financial matters knows that firms of the highest standing 
have not scrupled to accept from the Argentine, Turkish, Egyptian, and other. 
governments a much higher rate of interest than usual to cover the extra risk 
incurred. Would these be included in your correspondent’s indictment ? 3 
Now as regards pawnbrokers, their rate is fixed at 20 or 25 per cent., but in 
all cases over £2 this limit is withdrawn, and they are permitted to make what 
is known as “Special Contracts” under which they can charge what interest 
| they please. I wonder how many pawnbrokers are, then, satisfied with their 
20 per cent. And still amongst pawnbrokers are to be found men of the 
highest respectability and integrity. The Lord Chancellor is evidently not of 
your correspondent’s opinion, as he has appointed several pawnbrokers on the 
commission of peace, and the mayoral chairs of such important towns on the 
south eoast as Brighton, Portsmouth, Hastings, and Southampton.have been well 
and honourably occupied by pawnbrokers. 

Now we come to the third type of money-lender, the man on whom no 
restriction is placed, and who is allowed to charge whatever rate of interest he 
thinks fit. Does your correspondent wish to brand all these as “ Black Sheep ” ? 
Does he wish your readers to believe that it is impossible for one of these to 
conduct his business ina straightforward and honourable manner? Will he 
venture to say that though allowed to charge 30), 40, or 50 cent., a rate as 
low or even lower than the pawnbroker’s is not charged? If so, I say he is 
utterly wanting in charitableness, and a knowledge of the subjects he attempt: to 
discuss. 

He says, “ Money lenders strive to be rich.” Are they the only individuals 
in the Jewish community who are afflicted-with that ambition? In the “ race 
for wealth,” lawyers and barristers (and I imagine from your correspondent's 
address he is one) are not far behind. Having. expressed my’ opinion as to the 


| profession of your correspondent, I will (to use a technical term) “ join issue”

“+h hi the question as to why a man who deals in money, as another man 
wit my on should be considered socially and morally rs vastly inferior. 
‘Wherein lies the egregiousness of his offence? Your correspondent will admit 
that (if I may be permitted to use a homely phrase) every man has a right to do 
the best he can for himself ; that is provided his dealings are free from chicanery 
and deception. Where is the professional man or trader who can honestly say 
he has no desire to become rich ? Competition, the great leveller, regulates the 
ofits of the general trader, but are the owners of monopolies so scrupulous as to 
the profits they demand? Your correspondent will doubtless use the stereotyped 
areument that money-lenders and pawnbrokers trade on the necessities of the 
unfortunate. My answer Is that so do many others, the respectability of whose 
vocations has never for a moment been called into question. The lawyer who 
conducts a suit, though he may be aware from the outset that he is fighting a 
losing battle, has he ever been known (be his client ever so poor) to forego 
” geo that, as a matter of fact, the “ bogie man,” raised by your corres- 
ndent, is a creature of the past. The law, as it now stands, has peer 
destroyed the traditional money lender. He exists now only in morbid imagina- 
tions, and on the stage in transpontine melodrama. It is necessary to adduce one 
or two details to prove my assertions. Bills of Sale (which some years ago 
created so much scandal) cannot now be taken for smaller sums than £30, and if 


enforced, before maturity, the Jender is deprived of his interest. The Bankruptcy | 


Law, which came into force onthe Ist of the present month, limits the interest 

rovable, in the case of insolvent debtors, to five per cent. per annum. So that 
now the money lender is compelled by Act of Parliament to be honest, be his 
‘nclinations ever so much to the contrary. Your gts nd strictures must 
have deeply pained many honest and respectable individuals. “After all, the 
matter is one entirely for their own consciences, and they can comfort themselves 
by bearing in mind the words of Shakspeare, “ Be thou pure as snow and chaste 
as ice, thou shalt not escape calumny.”

How doth the city sit solitary, that was full of people ! how is she become a widow ! 

Sin,—After Nishni-Novgorod, Kief! It is Kief, the mother of Russian cities, 
the cradle of Russian Christianity, whom I, a modern Jeremiah, have now to 
lament. If there are still amongst us people who question the Biblical version 
of the Exodus, they have only to watch the events in modern Egypt (Russia) to 
believe it. Now, as in the days of yore, itis Jehovah that fights our battles, and 
if the heart of Pharaoh still continues to harden, so much the better for the blow 
to follow. 

It is a fact now that the economical conditions of Kief are far from assuming 
a brilliant aspect. This is proved not only by the complaints of its tradespeople 
of the prevailing stagnation of business, but even by statements made in the local — 
Town Council, statements made overtly, without fear of contradiction, for the 
simple reason of their being entirely true. For instance, at a recent meeting of 
the Town Council, Town Councillor Berner said that the condition of the landlords 
is at present dreadful. A great number of houses are motigager at the banks, 
the expenditure on the holding of immovable property is daily increasing, while 
the income is nevertheless on the decrease. Tn the heart of the city there is 
hardly a house which is not unoccupied. When such acrisis has befallen the 
landlords of the central districts of the city, then what is to be said of the 
suburban parts of the town? The consequence of sucn a state of things is the 
tendency of the landlords to sell out their property. This tendency thas become 
so great that there are in Kief whole streets of houses put up for sale ; and the 
Municipality of Kief has recognised the fact. : 

Of course sucha decline in the economical welfare is to be accounted for 
by many reasons. A good many of them may belong to the “ general ” reasons, 
which of late have lowered the tone of Russia’s economical life. At the same 


time it must be admitted that there are reasons which have a vital importance for | 


Kief herself and which may not be met with in other towns. To the number of 
such reasons belongs the extreme tendency of the Government to “ clear” Kief 
of her Jewish inhabitants. 

Till recent times a Jew had a right tocome to Kief, to show his passport to 
the Hotel-keeper, and then live there unmolested for a fortnight. Now new 
regulations are being introduced. Each Jew, upon his arrival in Kief, is first of 
_ all to repair to the police and to apply for a permit to reside in the town for a 

fortnight. This permit he must aie have in h's possession ready to show at 
the demand of the police. Whoever is found without such a permit is 
immediately sent off by étape to his native place. The police may refuse the 


_ of such permits, and in this case the applicant is to leave Kief there and 
en. 


The local lice have intimated tothe local Jewish tradesmen that should 
the authorities find out that:a given Jew has started in business on his own 


account under the pesos of his being the servant of a local Jew belonging to 
the First Guild (who has the right to trade there), both master and servant will be 
subjected to a heavy fine, expelled from Kief, and their business closed. For all 
ewish servants, down to cooks, certificates are required by the police showing 
at they have never been tried or are not at present subject to be tried for any 
crime; that they are of good behaviour ; that they are not guilty of smuggling, &c. 
Of course all these measures tend to the decrease of the Jewish population of 
Kief, act badly on the general trade and industry, and lower the economical 
Welfare of that erewhile thriving city. | 
There is no doubt that the police will have a nice time of it. But what

LESSING’S “NATHAN THE WISE.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sik,—Your Note of the Week of the 2nd inst. on the subject of Lessing's 
Nathan the Wise, naturally recalls the question as to the original source of that 
portion of it (in which the interest of the whole drama ‘is centred) which 1s 


contained in Act III., and generally known as the Parable of “ the Three Rings.” 


Until comparatively recent times, it has generally been taken for granted 
that the parable was borrowed from the Decamerone of Boccaccio, the great 
story-teller of the middle ages (1313-1375), a German translation of which work 
appeared for the first time in 1472. 

In 1871 Prof. Tobler, of Berlin, published an old French poem of the 13th 
century, entited “ Li dis dou vraianiel ” (the Story of the True Ring), to which 
he traced the source of both Boccaccio’s and Lessing’s versions. 

On the other hand Aug. Wiinsche in 1879 endeavoured to 
earliest source of the Three Rings was to be found in the highly interesting 
Jewish work, called the Schebet Jehuda (end of xv. cent.) é have to note, 
however, that in this book, though the main idea is the same, the reference is not 
to three Rings but to tivo Precious Stones. 

Yet, considering that in this work we have not only the story itself, but also 
its application to the grand principle of toleration in religion, there is strong 
evidence in favour of the theory that it was to this Jewish source that Lessing 
was indebted for the episode of the three Rings, the lesson of which he applied

with such marvellous dramatic skill to the religion of the Jew, the Christian, and 


the Mussulman. 


Lessing's version is too well-known to require repetition here ; but believin 
that the form in which it appears in the Schebet Jehuda will be of interest,

There- 
upon the King ordered one of the wise men of the Jews to be brought before him 
and to be interrogated. On his arrival, the King enquired, “ What is thy name? ” 
and he replied ‘‘ Ephraim ben Sancho.” Upon this the King remarks : ‘‘Appar- 
ently thon art of a hybrid nature, according to the lower half and the sign of the 
covenant thou art called Ephraim ; whereas, according to the upper part thou art a 
Christian, as the name Sancho shows.” 

The Jew rejoins : “O my King, Sanchois my family name ; a corruption of 
Sanzi.” Whereupon the King exclaims, “ Do I desire thy daughter in marriage that 
thou speakest to me of thy family?” ‘I but added the name Sancho,” replied the 
Jew, to distinguish me from the many other,Ephraims, and I take it that your 
Majesty the King in asking me my name was desirous of knowing who I really 
wae 


The King then speaks : “Let us leave this point, for the object for which thou 
hast been called before me is to answer me this question ; ‘Which of the two 
religions is the better, the Christian or thine?’” The wise man replies thus : “My 
religion is better adapted for me, according to the circumstance that I was once a 
slave in Egypt and God redeemed me from that land by wonders and miracles. 
Your religion, on the other hand, is better fcr you seeing it is the ruling faith.” 
‘“ Answer me with reference to the two religions themselves, and not with reference 
to their professors.” adds the King. To this the wise man says : “Ie it please your 
Majesty, I shall take three days for reflection, after which I shall reply.’ The King 
assented.

COVERING THE HEAD. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” . 


S1r,—Some apology may be necessary fr publicly treating a subject referring 
to a well-established custom in Israel. But, since the subject has already been 
introduced by others. I think that with the few words, NIN AWN I 


_ May be allowed to introduce the opinion of an eminent Jewish authority, whose 


Opinion itself needs no apology. Especially, assome are disposed to disregard the 
decisions of the Posekim and the Shulchan Aruch,it may be advantageous to the 
cause of orthodoxy to divulge the opinion of au eminent mau in the regions of 
Halacha who inclines towards them; so that the appreciation which these men 
deserve, and the authority which is due to them, may be reconstituted. ‘ 

A short summary of what may be found in the Shulchan Aruch, on covering 
the head, will make what follows more comprehensible, and is not out of place 
there. The law of covering the head occurs appropriately under two heads. First 
in (Orach Chayim, 2-5) treating of the Condust of Man, where it refers to covering 
the head while walking, &c.; and the second time, among the Laws of Prayer 
referring to the synagogue aud while praying. In both cases it is connected with 
going barefooted or naked, and also with walking haughtily. Ino the first case the 
text is specially confined to wa/hing bareheaded. MYON “3 2° N?, Magen Abraham, 
tom not evento walk four yards bareheaded, 
insists that it is applied to childrenas well ; so that the Fear of God should rest on 
them. Yet he tells us to refer to R. Solomon Luria (7,073) 30'7 Wa, who making 
some concessions from ?’U/771), only quotes those which more easily agree with the 
others. In the laws of Prayer, the text is,‘ Some say it is forbidden to mention the 
name of God bareheaded ; others say. there is reason to forbid entering the syna- 
In this more lenient case 2D°N WN is obliged to concede, and

These rather obscure references make one inclined to consult the famous Responsa 
of:R. Solomon Luria to learn this full declaration on tue subject ; because he draws 


his. inferences directly from the Talmud and Midrashim. 


.“In the. Talmud, Tractate Soferim, we meet with the following law :— 


“DOW A nude person, that is, one 


whose kneés are exposed or whose head is uxcorered, may announce the Shema; 
that is, by reading the J2°2. But there are some who do not tolerate the latter, and 
in both cases do not allow the name of God to be mentioned bareheaded.” ; 

“R. Jerucham objects to the decision of the latter, and states that if other 
great men would assist him, he is inc'ined to allow the announcement of the Shema 


- (1353) to be made bareheaded ;” and bases his assertion on authority of a Midrash. 


In Midrash Rabba, R. Berechya says :—Saith God to Israel, ‘If an ordinary 
king, of flesh and blood, makes a proclamation to his subjects, all are on their legs, 
with their heads wxcovered,and it is read with awe, with fear, with trembling; as 
for Me, when youwread the Shema, My Proclamation, I have neither troubled you to 
stand while reading it, nor to wncorer your heads. From this it is evident that it is 
not forbidden to read bareheaded ; bnt on the contrary, it is a privilege that we are 
allowed to read it with heads covered. But whatcan I do, since they have long 
since established it, that it is not permitted to uncover the head.” (Luria’s 


nsa). 
Further, he wonders more, whence they infer to forbid uncovering the head, | 
even during prayer ; for it is only women who are forbidden to uncover the head; 


and as for the intimation to men to go bareheaded for four yards, MYON, itis a 
custom of the pious ; for in T. Sabbath, when several Rabbis relate their specially 
pious customs, Rav Huna expects special Divine favour because he never walked 
four yards with uncovered head. R. Joshua Ben Levi teaches that it is forbidden to 
walk with penany step for four yards, cecause it is .n affront to the Omnipresent. 
But as an act of piety, Rav Huna would not walk with head uncovered because he 
considered this also as an insult to Him, of whom, it is said, YWID PNA NPD. R.

The Tur also urges to cover the head during prayer, and he does not say during 
Shema. Having said so much, Rabbi Solomon says that it is neither prohibited to un- 
cover nor a pious trait to cover the head, unless the name of God is mentioned. Stil! 
he would not take it upon himself to destroy such a custom, since it has been accepted 
as forbidden, and he declares very often that he cannot annul the decision of those 
who came before him ; for a custom of Israel becomes law, and a learned man, 
especially, should not be seen even at home with head uncovered,

(Glogau), Kroner (Hanover), Dr, Tobias Cohn (Potsdam), Guttmann (Hilde- 
sheim), Dr. Rilf (Brunswick), Dr. Feilchenfeld (Selmerin), Dr. Silberstein 
(Wiesbaden), Dr. Selver (Darmstadt), Stein (Worms), and many others. We 
need mention only three of the resolutions, which are of particular interest :— 

1. The fosndiag of a fund, tu assist the widows and orphans of Rabbis, and 
to help destitute Rabbis. | | 

2, The editing of a Hagada, in the German language, for Passover. 

3. Sending a petition to the Abgeordneten Haus, concerning the primary 
school law. 

The situation here is as follows :—The Government had put before the’ 
Abgeordneten-Haus a new law for primary schools, which contained for all the 
Jewish communities the gratifying decision: “ No child may remain without 
religious instruction in its faith.” Through this the heavy burdens, which up to 
now smal] Jewish congregations had to bear, would be taken over by the State, 
and general satisfaction was felt at this equal treatment of all religions by the 
Government. This proposed law was subjected to the consideration of a Com- 
mission, and they altered the proposition of the Government and resolved : ‘ No 
child, who belongs to a religious community recognised by the State, May remain 
without religious instruction from a teacher of its faith.” | 

Now, the question arises, is the Jewish religion one of those religious com- 
munities or not ? Is the Jewish religion tolerated or ‘‘ recognised ?” In order to 
eater later’ doubts, the assembly of the Rabbis, as well as the “ Deutsch 

sraelitische Gemeindebund” have sent petitions to the Abgeordneten Haus to 
frame the law, as the Government's proposal was originally. 

After the Assemblage of the Rabbis had debated and settled this petition, Dr. 
Ungerleider was elected President of the Central Committee, a post filled up to 
now by the late Dr. Hannel Joél, of Breslau. At the commencement of the pro- 
ceedings, it was remarked by the President, in a few impressive words, what a — 
severe loss his death was for the Assemblage of the Rabbis. | 

The Government of the Grand Duchy of Hesse seems to be doing its best to 
stamp out the anti-Semitie agitation, which has gained so firm a footing there. 
First, the clergy (see Jewish Chronicle, October 17th, 1890), then the School 
Inspector (see Jewish Chronicle, December 12th, 1890), were directed to use their 
influence to put down the anti-Semitic agitation, and now a similar request has 
been made to the “ Staatsanwalte” (counsels for the Crown), in Hesse. 

Up to now personal insults had to be settled by bringing a private action 

Privatklage), now the “ Oberstaatsanwalt” has ordered the ‘“ Staatsanwaltc ” 
oii for the Crown) in Hesse, in all actions of an anti-Semitic character, in 
which Jews appear as offanded plaintiffs—on account of the presumed public 
interest—to take the matter in hand, and to prosecute the offenders. The anti- 
Semites will now take good care not to offend the Jews in Hesse upon every 
occasion, as they have hitherto done. ie!

DR. ANTON REE. 
On Tuesday, the 14th, there died at Hamburg, in his 76th year, Dr. Anton 
Ree, one of the most popular public men in Hamburg ; a keen politician of the 


News telegraphed on Wednesday :—“'The Moscow journals publish an order

direction it became one of the foremost schools in Hamburg. His pupils were 
devotedly attached to him, and within the last few years former pupils have 
established a Society for the promotion of the humanitarian principles inculcated 
at the Institution. So opposed was Dr. Rée to sectarianism that he left strict 
injunctions that his funeral, which took place on Friday last, should be of a non- 
sectarian character. Dr. Rée’s career as a politician began in 1848 when he 
became a member of the Constituent Assembly of Hamburg, where he shone as 
a brilliant orator and advocate of democratic principles. He was especially 
popular among the working classes. In 1859 he was elected a member of the 
Assembly of Burgesses of Hamburg and continued to serve till 1871. He was like- 
wise a member of the Nortn-German Reichstag, and in 1881 he sought the 
suffrages of his fellow citizens for ‘election to the German Reichstag, and was 
returned by a large majority over his Jewish opponent, Dr. J. Woltfson. In 
1884 he definitely retired from political life, but consented to remain a member 
of the Executive Committee of the German Libera] Party of Hamburg. He was 
distinctly a “ pioneer” in securing freedom of speech in Hamburg. He formed 
the first public society and presided at the first public meeting held in the town. 
The idea of holding an open public meeting, at which any one present could 
freely make a speech created a great sensation at the time. He was instrumenta! 
in securing the passing of legislation for civil marriages, and promoted the 
opening of a labour bureau, where the unemployed could be registered to facilitate 
their obtaining work, and in many other ways he endeavoured to assist the 

The funeral testified to the universal esteem in which the deceased was 


held. Seldom has there been a greater demonstration on such an occasion in 


Hamburg. 


Brriat Rervrns.—The annual statement of burials by the United Synagogue 
is a melancholy reflection of the distress among the Jewish poor during the past 
ear. There wus an increase of 160 burials, 1,421 against 1,261 (these firures 
including still-bir‘hs which are excluded from the Registrar-General’s death 
returns). There was an increase of 114 in the tote! “charity” funerals (835 against 
724). The bulk of these funerals were of children under 10 years (711 against 532 - 
an increase of 279). Adult “charity” tunerals show an actual decrease of 65 (126 
against 192). Of the total 1,421 funerals, 1.963 were from the Eastern Diatrict of 
London, and 242 from Public Institutions. There was @ total increase of 106 
females, an increase of 61 males, and a decrease of seven still-birthes.

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“BLACK SHEEP.” 

A vicorovs letter which we printed last week raises publicly for the 
"hundredth time question which is always being inwardly debated by the 
true friends of English Judaism. ‘‘ These sheep what have they done ?’”— 
if we may alter the Scriptural phraseology we would say ; ‘ these black sheep 
what have they not done?”

If it be said that the process is unfair, and that there is a legion of worthy 
Jews to demonstrate its injustice, the reply is that it goes on, notwith- 
_standing. That it is an abnormal means of testing Jewish: character—one 
that is resorted to, perhaps, in the caseof no other people under the sun, 
does not alter the fact that we are suffering for it, and suffering severely. 
‘That there are still prejudices against us to be overcome even in 
enlightened England is not to be gainsaid. They are impalpatle 

but they make themselves felt. Socially, we all feel them at some time or 
another. In the Press they occasionally assert themselves. The late 
Cuier Rassi’s_ reference, in his Ethical Will, to usury as “the 
canker which eats into the vitals of the House of Isnaz. ”is 


| amended by a “society” print, which prefers to regard usury as 


the canker which eats into the vitals of the Gentiles. Can there 
be the slightest doubt that it is the money-lending fraternity and their 
congeners who are answerable for the distrust of the Jewish character which 
still lingers in the minds of our neighbours ? That an ounce of evil-doing 
should outweigh in the unrighteous balance many tons of virtue is a serious 
misfortune. It is one of the penalties imposed upon us by our Judaism ; 
and it is one that we must bear bravely with the rest, not scream against in 
cowardly fashion. The action that it suggests to us is to be taken within 
the community, not without. We have patiently to live down calumny and 
misunderstanding ; but we have to do something more. In this case our 
strength is not to sit still only. With all our innocence, as a community, of the 
malpractices that are identified with the Jewish name, we cannot plead “ not 
| guilty” without reservation as long as we harbour the offenders, however 
indirectly. The eloquent and generous plea put forth on our behalf by 
the Bishop of Rrrow at the recent Guildhall Meeting; left a sting in 
he sensitive Jewish conscience to detract from the pleasure it gave. 
You must not, his}Lordship urged, judge the Jewish race by s few bed

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JEWISH FASHIONS IN DRESS. 


— 


Mr, Israel Abrahams lectured on the above subject before a large audience 
at the Jewish Working Men’s Club, on Sunday last. Mr. Joseph Jacobs presided. 
The lecturer remarked that there is an Oriental proverb to the effect that ‘ta man’s 
shirt does not change the colour of his skin,” but a parallel to this saying would 
be sought in vain in the older Jewish literature. It was easy to philosophise too 
subtly on the subject of clothes, and it was pure exaggeration to assert that 
costume is the “impression and expression of a people’s thought and feeling, that 
dress mirrors forth a nation’s pain and sorrow, its pleasure and its joy.” Yet, in 
a limited sense, dress is a measure of civilization, and progress only begins where 
a people has ceased to g° unclad. To the Jew, costume was not a fashion at all ; 
it was a consequence of his morality. Such a law as the prohibition of men and 


women dressing alike had a moral origin, and the Puritans showed themselves 


wise in retaining this restriction, though they abandoned the Mosaic regulation 
against the use of “linsey-woolsey,” to use the quaint sixteenth century phrase. 
The moral or ethical side of costume comes out strongly in the Talmudic litera- 
ture. To go naked in the streets is todeny God and man, such a course being 
worthy of Britannia Barbara (or of Barbary, according to another reading), 
“The glory of God is man, the glory of man is his attire.” Cleanliness and neat- 
ness in their outward garb were the marks of a student of the Law of Moses. 
“ The scholar on whore dress is seen a dirt spot is worthy of death,” for wisdom, 
whose representative he is in the eyes of the world, would: participate in the 
degradation of his slovenliness. Several sayings to tlhe same effect are collected 
by Dr. Brill, and they deserve special notice, because at the present day many 
men learned in the law, Jewish scholars to whom otherwise respect is due, seem 
to have a fixed idea that the first requisites for a deep investigation of the Talmud 
are personal uncleanliness and slovenly dress. In olden days clothing was placed 
even higher than food among the necessities of life. The poor man who sought 
public relief was at once supplied with clothes without preliminary cross-exami- 
nation as to his actual necessity, while if he asked for food he might be so 
questioned. If the petitioner had come down in the world, and in the days of his 
prosperity had been wont to wear fine raiment, such was not to be denied him in 
the hour of his fall. The Jews of former times were very solicitous with refer- 
ence to the wearing of shoes. ‘A man shall sell the very beams of his house in 
order to get money to buy shoes.” This care for covering the feet partly arose 
from antagonism to the Essenes, who went barefooted, and also to the Greeks, 
some of whom were actually forbidden by their laws to cover their feet in the 
public streets during winter. Bare feet among the Jews were a sign of sanctity 
or affliction. To the present day the Karaites always pray bare-footed, and on 
fasts pious Rabbanices abstain from putting on their usual shoes. With women, 
dress was of equal importance ; and the Talmud treats their claims very 
generously in this respect. The husband was legally bound to supply his wife 
with clothes to the annual cost of 50 zuz, including a new head-dress, a girdle, 
and a pair of shoes, at each of the three great festivals. Husbands were also 
wont to “ make glad the hearts of their wives” with presents, chiefly of clothes, 
on all occasions of joy. 

The lecturer next proceeded to give a description of a Hebrew lady’s attire 
in the time of Solomon, when luxury had made considerable inroads. Yet, in the 


unchanging East, fashions changed very slowly ; the main alterations being in 


the costliness and variety of the materials used. Originally the main or only 
garb of the Hebrews was a body cloth of leaves or skin, but in course of time 
this became a silken close-fitting tunic of splendid colour. Men and women alike 
wore this garment, but in the case of the former it was shorter, since to Oriental 
ideas in antiquity long clothes were a mark of effeminacy.. This notion still holds 
in Europe where women’s dress is more flowing than that of men. This garment 
had no sleeves, for Jews long had a predilection for sleeveless robes. -The Persian 
ladies of to-day shave off the eyebrows and replace the natural curve by a 
pencilled arch ; with the Hebrew ladies the eyebrows and eyelids were commonly 
dyed black with antimony, though pocrer women would be content to use lamp- 
black or soot, or any dark powder. At all times Jewesses have been fond of 
jewellery. In this trait, however, the whole of the East concurs. Earrings—the 
ears being pierced in more than one place—as well as nose-rings adorned the face. 
These nose-rings came round the mouth like a frame to a picture, and perhaps ac- 
count for the fact that kissing was not an ancient token of affection between Jewish 
members of the different sexes. Necklets in the time of Isaiah bore, generally speak- 
ing, little suns and moons, and afford an instance of the natural tendency of luxury 
to degenerate into idolatry. Even to-day golden crescents are worn by Eastern Jews 
and Jewesses as amulets against the evil eye and other imaginary ills. Bracelets 
ofgold, ivory, or metal-thread would coil round the Hebrew lady’s arm from 
waist to elbow, and at the hand would hang a cluster of silver bells. She would 
wear anklets too, also with bells, which would keep time to her majestic tread. 
The high-priest also wore jingling bells and ‘pomegranates in his robes ; possibly 
the object being to give notice of his approach. The dressing of the hair was 
an elaborate process, the brow was adorned with a tiara of gold set in jewels 
while festoons of coral might hang from the coronetat the temples. She would 
then put on an upper garment, the long sleeves of which would cover the 
hands, and the long train would he weighted with plates of gold. Ou her girdle 
she would expend very great and tasteful care ; it was 30 or 40 feet long and 
was turned round the body in ascending coils, its beautiful embroideries often 
varying in design at every twist. In the girdle she would fix most of her jewels, 
and would be ready for going out. Butfor a formal visit she would also put on 
her caftan and finally the Simlah or square veil which would cover her entire 
body, and lastly the veil. The veil has become quite a fetish in the Hast; 
and is not necessarily the counterpart to chaste modesty. In Persia the female, 

dress as worn indoors is like a ballet-girl’s, but shorter at both ends. Yet the * 
Persian lady would die with shame did she not demurely cover her face, leaving 
her body exposed. The poorer Jewess in the time of Isaiah would wear only two 
garments, the closely fitting tunic and the overall. 

The later history of Jewish costume displays something of the same luxury 
and extravagance in dress that Isaiah so vigorously attacked. ‘ At home my 
name, abroad my raiment brings me respect,” said a Rabbi, but there was all the 
difference in the world between a respectable and a luxurious attire. Especially 
did this luxury show itself in the love of jewellery, still shared by Je vesses 
of East and West. Yet there is this difference. While the contemporary Russian . 
Jewess puts all her jewellery on herself, our Oriental sisters put some of their faery 
on their children. The tiny Eastera girls have heavy bracelets placed on their 
baby wrists ; the bracelets have no clasps and can only be removed by drawing 
them over the hand. As the child grows the bracelets get tighter and tighter, 
and often they have to be sawn off. We have improved on that in England ; 
little girlshave are born with ear-rings. Luxury, however, was not limited to 
women, The Talmud tells of priests who spent large sums on a single orna- 
ment, while men would order such lavish expenditure on their linen shrouds 
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THE JEWIS 


often the anxiety of a widow to meet the enormous funeral expenses 
would obliterate her grief at her bereavement. Rabban Gamaliel set a good 
example by directing that he should be interred in a cheap shroud, and the good 
example he thus set was happil followed ever afterwards. The Talmud did 
its utmost to suppress luxury, it eclared that “ gold lace spelt pride.” One Rabbi 

‘gaw a woman in thestreet with a flaring red bonnet on. He thought she was a 
Jewess, 80 he tore it off her head as it was not becoming in a daughter of 
Israel. Still the evil continued, and circumstances occurred that tended to 
strengthen the Jewish love for jewellery. In Tripoli even now a Jewish woman will 
wear a band of ribbon round her brow, and from it suspend coins, sometimes 
‘+ jg said representing the whole fortunes of the family. There came ages in 
Jewish history when the Jew knew not whether his house of to-day would be 
his resting-place to-night, when he might at any hour be bidden, “ Arise, and get 
thee gone!” Well for him that he should have his belongings in portable shape 
and close at hand, or he would often have been forced to wander forth destitute. 
But our new conditions should lead to new habits, and Jews ouglit to enact a volun- 
tary self-denying ordinance in accordance with which jewellery, except of the 
simplest and most useful character, should be altogether tabooed. Moralists and 
satirists among the Jews in the Middle Ages had done their best to put down 
juxury, but neither law nor satire quite succeeded. In Florence in 1330 law was 

ed prohibiting women from bearing trains more than two yards long ; but if 

our satirists are to be trusted, this law was futile. ‘“ Jews should wear the garb: 
of humility ; and not flaunt coloured robes. Even on Sabbaths, when they may 
dress better, they should wear modest dresses of camelot.” This advice of a 
13th century moralist is not to be accepted without qualification, but it may be 
noted as a set-off to contemporary extravagance. The satirists themselves give a 
far more favourable account of the economy and simplicity of their own Jewish 
wives, as Giidemann points out. 

Even before the Jews lost their political independence, they had begun to 
show signs of cosmopolitanism in dress, The Jew followed the fashions of the 
country in which he dwelt ; the barrier between Jew and Gentile produced a religious 
rather than a social separation. At the present day in places where the Jews of 
different countries meet together, this fact shows itself very clearly, for in Jerusa- 
lem, “the city of contrasts,” on a Friday at the wailing place, may be. seen a 
motley collection of the costumes of every nation under the sun. The Ashkenazi 
Jews with long gaberdines of many colours, high velvet caps edged with fur, and 
the peioth, or love-locks, curling down their faces. Another will be dressed in 
satin and fur, both black ; his neighbour has on a mulberry caftan, with black 

_ velvet cap; in front of both stands a third dressed in green. The Sephardic Jews 
are dressed in Oriental costumes, with black turbans. They are more dignified in 
bearing, and wear flowing robes in quiet colours. A young Russian Jew will 
perhaps be near them, dressed in vitron-coloured caftan, and blue trowsers, with a 
tall pointed lambswool cap. A striking difference might be noticed in the 
women, the Askenazic women wear no veils, while the Sephardic women do. 

It will thus be seen that Jews of different parts dress in the main after the 
fashions of those parts, Yet a certain distinctiveness grew up in the course of 
centuries, partly from voluntary, partly from involuntary causes. The present 
_ throws strong light on the past. In various Oriental countries the Jews still rest 
under restrictions as regards costume. In Morocco they are forced to go bare- 
footed, elsewhere they are either altogether forbidden to wear turbans, or may 
only wear them of a black colour. The fierce heat of the Persian Gulf pouring 
on the scarlet fez would kill the Jews off in a month with sunstroke if they wore 
not able in defiance of the edict of local governors to continue to wear turbans. 
Altogether restrictions in Mahommedan countries have usually been less destruc- ° 
tive than in Christian lands, because in the former bribery is more customary and 
successful, Thus it was the Almohades in Spain who first compelled the Jews to 
don a peculiar garb ; dark clothes with sleeves reaching to the feet, and in place 
of the turban a clumsy and unbecoming veil. But Innocent III.’s Lateran 
Council of 1215 enjoys the discredit of actually forcing the Jews of Europe to 
wear a badge. In size it was as big as half-a-crown, and later a circle or square 
a finger in diameter, of yellow or saffron. The males, from the age of twelve, 
wore it in their outermost garments or on their hats, the women on their veils. 
In agen’, under Edward I., the age was lowered to seven, and the badge made 
a hand wide ; in Austria the Jews had to wear horned and pointed hats. Breach 
‘of this Canonical law was punished by a heavy fine, or in default 100 lashes. 

ese laws produced an intensely evil effect. Previously Jews had mixed on 
equal terms with Christians, and had brotherly relations with them. Now they 
were jeered at and insulted, and dared not show themselves abroad. In places 
the Jews succeeded in resisting the degradation, as in Aragon, and even in the 
l4th century the Jews of the south of Europe dressed just like ordinary citizens. 
This was proved by the illuminated Hebrew MSS., which the lecturer r arded as 
a strangely neglected source for Jewish medieval custom. Yet within the Ghetto 

€ poison worked. The Jew lost his taste for external form, became slovenly in his 
speech and dress from very despair ; and all his old noble self-respect that used 
to show itself in his gallant upright bearing, his cleanliness and his pure 

hguage, faded away as the black night caught him in her dark embrace. Yet 
One circumstance among others tended to prevent the deterioration becoming 
absolute, R. Chanina had maintained that Jews ought always to keep a special 
Sabbath-dress, and this habit was throughout Jewish history more or less conformed 

- The story of the gradual emancipation of the Jews from restrictive laws was 
next toldin detail by the lecturer, who said that the laws had left their trace behind 
them in a reflected debasement of taste that modern culture was surely changing 
for the better. Previous to the 13th century there was not much reference among 

Jews toa distinctively Jewish dress, but the evil effects of the long compulsory 
degradation were seen iti the more modern effort on the part of Jews themselves 

_ to create these distinctions, such as the Russian schubetze, which was a mere 

onuviva of ancient Polish costume. In some countries the Jews had thus pre- 

+ "served the oldest fashions of those lands ; in others, they adopted the newest of 

the new. Maimonides was quoted by Eisenmenger as maintaining that Jews 
ought to dress differently to others, but his meaning simply was, that the Jew 
was forbidden to wear any article of dress which the Christian or Mahommedan 

Wore as @ token of his faith, such as of the Mahommedan “ heaven-lock.' As 
regards covering the head, it was an ancient Jewish custom as a sign of respect. 
A man who stood uncovered in the presence of a Rabbi was “an impudent 
bor.’ Yet there was not so strong a foundation for the constant wearing of 
hats in secular occupation as during prayer. False hair was worn by Jewesses 

of old, and when, as until recently was almost the universal practice, Jewish 

‘ides removed their own hair, there was a pardonable temptation to replace it 
with some one else's. Clemens,in warning Christian women against false hair, 
maintained that the benediction of the priest fell not on the wearer of the hair 

t on its original owner. As regards the veil, Jewish women in the East are 
$88 strict than Mahommedans, but also they are somewhat more decent as to low 
necked A particular head dress, worn by Jewesses in Constantinople, the 
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looked on as a punishment. These acts of conservatism in dress are, however, 
becoming rare, and there was an even opposite danger in too much change. Thus 
in Morocco the Jews who have relations with Europe are inclined to wear Euro- 
pean dress, and the lecturer rather feared that in course of time the predominance 
of European dress among Oriental Jews might become marked enough to be 
distinctive. In Talmud times distinctions of dress occurred within the Jewish 
community, as Rabbis, officials, artizans and tradesmen all had their peculiar 
attire. In colour, white was the colour of joy, black of mourning, while other 
colours were absolutely neutral. The use of white on the New Year was a token 
of rejoicing, and originally had no connection with the reminiscences of death, 
now-a-days associated with the custom. The Jews of old did not wear black, 
because it was regarded as an attempt to disguise themselves as Romans. After 
the fall of Jerusalem black was ie nis and brides no longer used golden 
crowns but substituted myrtle garlands. In the middle-ages the “ Mourners of 
Zion,” described by Benjamin, of Tudela, still wore nothing. but black, and during 
the course of centuries of repression and grief dark colours came to distinguish 
Jewish costume. In an Oriental crowd you can pick out the Jews by their black 
turbans—this was partly owing to Government interference, but was partly 
voluntary. Jews occupying public official positions were allowed by the severest 
Jewish Codists to dress like others. 

{n modern times the taste of Jews is rapidly mending, the chief 
characteristics are that in the Kast, the fashions of the West are 
grafted on to those of the Orient, while in Kurope the reverse process 
occurs. The Sephardi and Oriental Jews had, on the whole, preserved a mote 
refined taste than their Western and Ashkenazi coreligionists. In Europe the Jews 
did not so much display bad taste as that they. made a mistake in ways and 
means. The colours of the East are used on the stuffs and materials of the West. 
Yet there was a general levelling upwards both in taste and in cleanliness, In 
conclusion, the lecturer said that the Jews of Europe are no longer com- 
pelled to dress otherwise than as they please. Let thei dress like ordinary 
refined men and women. They might show their distinctiveness in a higher 
culture, in a completer honesty and superior morality and religion, but 
as regards costume they need not mark themselves off as a class 
apart either by slovenliness on the one hand or aggressive finery on the 
other. Dress has its moral value, truly ; and the apparel oft proclaims the man. 
But it ought not to proclaim the Jew. Though he hoped that certain peculiari- 
ties of attire and custom would lastingly perpetuate themselves, he trusted the time 
was not distant when in reply tothe question ‘“ What are the Jewish fashions in 
costume to-day ?” he could fully reply, as he partially could even now, that there 
are no Jewish fashions in dress, | 

An interesting discussion followed, in which the Revs. 8. Singer, J. F. Stern, 
Isidore Myers, B.A., and L. Mendelsohn, B.A., Messrs. J. M. Lissack and Joseph 
Jacobs took part, the general tendency of their remarks being to the effect that 
Jewish taste is more refined than is commonly asserted. |

Thus the Pal- 
mudical saying is confirmed, “ The disciples of the wise in Israel have caused 
abundance of peace to exist in the world.” Pious and learned men, though staunch 
and firm in their own system of belief, should be tolerant towards the opinions of 
others. They should credit those who differ from them with honourable pein 
though they may highly disapprove of their thoughts and deeds. The Rabbiso 
the Talmud positively feared ons in whom extreme vagy & aad ignorance are 
gombined. They counselled their friends not to ‘dwell e same district with 
them. He earnestly pleaded that the College should be relieved from financial

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THE JEWISH WOMAN AT HOME AND IN SYNAGOGUE.

Preaching by special invitation at the Great Synagogue on Sabbath last, to 
a large and devout congregation, the Rev. S. Singer, who took his text from the 
Lesson of the day (Exodus xii., 27), ‘‘ But our houses He delivered,” spoke of 
the characteristics of Jewish home and family life—purity, concord, joyous- 
ness, and godliness. The preacher showed how these lessons were emphasized by 
the whole story of Israel’s redemption from Egypt, and fervently exhorted his 
hearers so to constitute and conduct their homes that they too might be worthy 
of the divine deliverance and protection. | 

But, continued Mr. Singer, upon whom does the character of the home 
mainly depend ? Who chiefly decides whether it is to be an abode of peace or of 
strife, a haven of rest or a storm-tossed sea, a heaven or a hell upon earth? To 
whose influence is it primarily due that a house is a religious or an irreligious, a 
Jewish or an un-Jewish home? Though it ny not flatter the my of my own 
sex, the truth remains that it is the women of Israel upon whom all this chiefly 
depends. There was a sound principle as well as a chivalrous tone in what a 


Rabbi of the Talmud once said, NON “ Never 
have I called my wife my wife, but always my house.” And verily she and the 
house are one. The Jewish home is what the Jewish woman makes it. | 

And this brings us to a matter that at the present moment is occupying a 
little of the attention of the community, and ought to occupy a great deal more. 
For there is no question with which the safety and happiness of our homes, and 
the moral health and vigoor of our whole race is so closely bound up as this— 
What is being done to fit the daughters of Israel for the great duty of their life, 


to enable them to become not merely the managers, but the priestesses of their 


homes ? Let us remember before all things that no training is of real service 
that does not take account of the fact that a woman has a soul of her own, that 
she too requires to be fed and nourished upon the word of God, and that—what 
enormously enhances her responsibilizy—the time will probably come when she 
will have to kindle in the hearts of another generation that love and reverence for 
Judaism which they only can transmit to others who are aglow with it themselves. 
Now there are, thank God, houses where much of this training is got within the 
preciacts of the home, under the direction of pious parents, who neglect no 
religious duty, who are constant and devout in prayer, and, teaching by example, 
lead their children to do even as themselves. Yet even such parents must feel 
that something more is needed than they are always able to supply ; they cannot 
at all times satisfy their own religious cravings, much less then those of their 
belongings. Moreover, the majority of homes, especially of our less fortunate 


brethren, are hardly fitted, considering how narrow are their limits and how 


many domestic uses they have to serve, to be turned into suitable places of devo- 
tion. Men, accordingly, often find their way to some House of Prayer. Why 
should not women be encouraged to do so? And though there be many of these 
upon whom family duties have a prior and a stronger claim (in satisfying which 
ey are really serving God in a different way), yet there are multitudes of whom 
this cannot be fairly asserted, and who are exposed to mighty temptations to 
neglect alike the service of their home and the service of their God. Why should 
not something be done to attract them to some form of worship which they 
could understand, appreciate, and join in? Is it not deplorable to think of the 
hundreds, or to speak mofe accurately, of the thousands of our sisters who not 
only never enter a house of God, but whose lives are seldom or never brightened 
y aught in the form of spiritual communion with the God of their fathers ? 
hat sort of mothers in Israel may they be expected to make? It is a libel 
upon Jewish women to say, you will never interest them insuch things. There is 
no more promising soil than the womanhood of Israel in which to plant the seeds 
of a pure and spiritual Judaism. The Midrash understood their nature better, 
when it pointed out that, though the women of Israel could not be persuaded to 
help on by any gift or act of theirs the baleful work of the Golden Calf, yet, 
when contributions were needed for the erection of a sanctuary to the true God, 
the invisible Lord of heaven and earth, the women were to the fore and actually 
led the men by their example of generosity, of sacrifice, and of devotion. 


Some people will, perhaps, say : This is something new ; this is un-Jewish ; | 


this is the way to wean women from home duties and home tastes. I confess I 
do not see the matter in that light ; nor, so far as I can understand that book 


which is “the heritage of the congregation of Jacob,” and not of one-half of it, 


does it appear to me to point to any such dangers. Did not Miriam, the prophetess, 
at the head of the women of Israei, take up the glorious strain of the “Song at 
the Sea,” and exclaim, ‘I, too, wili ng unto the Lord for He hath been highly 
exalted!” Was she one who neglected her family obligations? Was it not she 


who stood a patient, faithful sentinel to watch over the frail life of her brother, 


and save him from peril? Was not Hannah, the mother of Samuel, a regular 
visitor at the Sanctuary at Shiloh, and did she show herself an indifferent parent 
after an answer was vouchsafed to her prayers upspringing from a heart sore- 
tried yet true to her God? When the child of the Shunammite died, and she 
was about to seek the gracious offices of the Man of God to restore to her her 
lost treasure, was she a less worthy wife? Did she not, like many another 
eg: woman, keep her trouble from the husband whom she loved, and spare him 


he said to her, “ Wherefore wilt thou go to the prophet to-day? It is neither

ration of men have felt. Intellectual gifts united to charms of manner, which are 
perhaps expressed in the almost untranslateable word |"—these, he says, are false 
and transient. They will not permanently enthrall the heart of her husband. 
Much more fleeting is mere physical beauty, notwithstanding the desperate 
efforts that are made to arrest its flight. ‘The woman that feareth the Lord, she 
shall be praised. The heart of her husband trusteth in her. For you may accept 
this as a well-founded fact in Jewish wedded life—men, as a rule, do not like to 
be excelled by their wives,—except in one thing, in the strength and depth of 
their religious feelings. I believe’that even where a man is himself indifferent 


— ye Fp he looks with a lenient and even an approving eye upon a wife who 


still holds sacred what he has discarded. Perhaps he hopes that he will somehow 
be the better for her saving graces. If he does not keep the Sabbath, he likes 
to know that she does. ‘ if he grows lax about religious observances, he has no 

easure in witnessing her efforts in the same direction. If he indulges in 
impiety, he will have strong objections to her doing the same. He prefers to 
know her happy in her faith, and he will trust and honour her all the more for 
what may be g inbim. And in the long run such a woman will bring her 


husband round to her own way of thinking and acting, or, if not so far success- |

Against 
the growth of materialism and the spread of religious indifference Judaism will 
fight in vain unless it has an ally in every Jewish woman in every Jewish home. 
Let this be brought about, and our greatest dangers are past. New ideas may 
arisé, and for a time dominate the world—a short-sighted policy may condemn 
the people of Israel to quarrel about trifles and overlook essentials and _princi- 
ples ; but let the women of Israel be loyal to their trust ; let them so order their 
conduct as to “keep the children alive,” alive for this world and for the next, 
and the divine help and blessing will not fail us that will “deliver our houses.” 


Preachiug at the East London Synagogue on Saboath last from Exodus x. 8 
and 9, the Rev. J. F. Stern said : There is one important matter with regard to our 
Sabbath and Festival Service which has long engaged my thoughts, and to which 
public attention has recently been turned. I refer to the conspicuous absence from 
nur service of our sisters in faith, and I feel that the responsibility for their absence 
lies rather with us than with themselves, because it cannot be said we are doing all 
we might to bring them to God’s house. If oursisters are to join with usin the | 
worship of our common Father, an opportunity might be given them at a time of 
the day most convenient to them. It cannot be expected that mothers of families? 
who have their domestic duties on the Sabbath as on every other day of the week, 
it cannot bee ted that young women, or even young men who have worked 
hard all the week, will attend a service which commences at the early hour of the 
morning at which we are supposed toassemble. But I fancy I hear P90 say that 
there is no necessity for their coming at this early hour, as we men seldom attend 
until the Scroll of the Law is taken from the Ark at the conclusion of the Morning 
Service, Most peo le, you will say, consider they are in very good time if they are 
in their seats a this part of the service,and not a few come even later. True, we 
are unfortunately accustomed to read the most beautiful part of our Sabbath Service 
to an array of empty benches. We cannot hope for any improvement in this respect 
orning Service is to be commenced before the congregants have 
arisen from their slumbers, bnt we can hope for a larger congregation including 
among them a fair proportion of women, if part of the service be delayed till a 
later hour of the day. Mr. Stern concluded by advising a division of the ordinary 
service. The morning service might be read as at present, but the second service, 
commencing from the taking out of the Law, should not be earlier than ten o'clock. 
If this change be made, and there can be no religious objection to it, the Israelites 
of to-day may perhaps be enabled to say with Moses of old, “ With our young and 
with our old, with our sons and with our daughters, we will go and serve the 
Lord.” |

Dr. ADLER stated that he had received a letter complaining of the number of 
Jewish children who attended the entertainments given at the Mission Hall in Old 
Montagu Street. snd were thus, with the knowledge of their parents, brought under 
the direct influence of the missionaries. After sowe discussion, on the motion of 
the Rev. D. FAY, a sub-committee, consisting of the Revs. Dr. Adler, Dr. Lerner, 
D. Fay, R. Harris, 8. Singer, E. Spero, J, F. Stern, Mr. H.8. Lewis (with power | 
to add. others), was appointed to enquire into the subject, and to cevise such plans 
asmay counteract the evil influence of the missionaries in the East End, more 
especially with regard tothe children. 

The Report and Balance Sheet of the Sub-Committee of the Children’s Country 
Holiday Fund were brought up and and adopted, and the cordial thanks of the 
Visitors were passed to the Rev. J. F. Stern and Mr. H. 8. Lewis for their suc- 
cessful labours in connection with the work. 

The Visitors undertook the visitation of several houses that had been reported | 
by the Sanitary Committee of the Board of Guardians as being in an insanitary 
condition. 

Reference was made by the Chairman to the difficulties of men employed in 


-cabinet-making to observethe Sabbath. Dr. Lerner gave some interesting details 


of the labours of the Society “Shaaré Shabbas,” and spoke of their successful 
efforts, especially with the tailors, in enabling the employés to keep the 
Sabbath. The Committee promised to bring their personal influence to bear upon 
the masters ana generally to aid the Society in its work.

Sola was engaged three months ago to perform the ceremony, and nothing was 


said then about an assistant. About a fortnight before the wedding he was 
asked to permit the Reform minister to act with him, but he promptly refused to 
do 80. He was subsequently informed by the bridegroom-elect that the Reform 
minister had been invited to assist him, whereupon he declined to have anything 
to do with the ceremony. The Reform members of the community think that 
they have been slighted, while, on the other hand, the members of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Synagogue consider that the Rev. Mr. De Sola has been subjected 
to discourteous treatment, and are loud in their commendation of his refusal to 
~ act in violation of his principles by departing from the policy of uncompromising 
hostility to the reform movement which he has always followed. 


FRANCE. 

While the Government is endeavouring to cope with the distress in Paris by 
means of the public funds, private charity is being dispensed in no niggardly 
spirit. On Tuesday MM. de Rothschild Brothers sent a second amount of £6,000 
to the different Mayors of the capital for distribution among the destitute. 


‘The Jewish community in Paris has sustained a loss from which it will not 
soon recover, by the death F M. Gustave Dalsace, one of the most popular per- 
sonages within their ranks. M. Dalsace had throughout his life been dominated 
by two passions,—patriotism and philanthropy. He was at the time of his death 
President of the Bienfaisante Israélite, the equivalent to our Jewish Board of 
Guardians, an institution, which, under his judicious and energetic direction, 
attained a remarkable success. M. Dalsace was also President of the Canvassing 
Committee of the Alliance Israélite Universelle, and was for a long time a 
member of the Committee of the Public Benevolent Society of Paris. At the 
funeral, military honours were paid to the deceased by a detachment of infantry, 
M. Dalsace having been a Chevalier of the Legion of Honour. It was charac- 
teristic of the man that, when this decoration was conferred upon him by the 
Government, he demanded that it should be granted him not in his individual 
_ Capacity but as President of the Bienfaisante Israélite.
